acver losos its vegetable fiber. Tho 
treatment necessary to its perfection 
acts upon but does not change its 
nature, and consequently it require* 
care in its handling. 
In regulating 


household affairs, it is best to place the 
Qrst laundering of new linen boiovo or 
after 
the "white mouths," as 
the 


season of snow is often called bv old 
housewives whoso linen treasurer en- 
title them to a respectful hearing on 
the subject, even though it ma> be 
urged that, previous to its weaving, 
the flax has undergone much severer 
treatment than mere 
free/ing. 
To 


allow linen to become frozen still' and 
then beaten about by the wind, finally 
dragged from tho line and allowed to 
stand with tho moisture iu it that 
should have evaporated in drying, is 
the surest way to deteriorate from it* 
color and texture. It docs not hurt it 
to freeze in still air—indeed, free/ing 
helps to keep it white; but it should be 
dried and sprinkled before it is honed. 


Linen that has been in disuse a lotij; 


time should be brought out during the 
blossoming of the 
trees 
and used 


enough to provide an CXCUM' foi hang- 
ing it out or spreading it upon the 
clover field. No perfume ever com- 
pounded is so vtllciicious in imparting 
the air of swcetucss and purity which 
one so prizes to the piece of damask 
that is to touch tho lip^. 
To insure 


whiteness but 
little so.ip should be 


used in laundering. 
Hard >\ nlcr may 


bo softened with a little boru\, the 
cleansing powers of which can not In 
too highly praised. 
Thorough rinsing 


in plenty of clean water in which :i 
littlo indigo may be diluted is requisite 
before tho article is hung to dry. 


Kor the linen that has had its texture 


thinned by wear a littlo thoroughly 
boiled, smooth starch may be strained 
into tlie 
rinsing water, 
"\uLli good 


eil'eet. 
When quite dry it should bo 


sprinkled e\cnly, rolled smoothly and 
compactly and allowed to remain at 
least two hours before being ironed. 
Then, to produce the luster which is 
characteristic of new linen, it should bo 
ironed until apparently no dampness 
remains in it, and, finally, it should bo 
left upon a flat surface until actually as 
dry as if it had never been wet. 
Linen 


retains dampness longer than cotton, 
and, consequently, requires more air- 
ing, especially if it be bed linen. 


To prevent table cloths from 1m ing 


their folds so accentuated that they rise 
up iu ridges upon the table when tin- 
cloth is spread, a\oid placing them 
after ironing 
upon 
u clothes-hamc 


havingthickbur-.. 
Instead, thc\ should 


be folded smoothly and laid in the sun- 
light or near a register. If it is neces- 
sary to air tin-in upon bars, press their 
folds uith u hot iron before putting 
them away. 


It is a pity that rents should ever 


come in linen, but as even with the ut- 
most care time brings them, it is im- 
portant to know what to do for their 
repair. 
To darn any material thread 


of its own texture is desirable. 
This is 


easily obtained by saving linen ravel- 
ings, and after the edges of the rent

To say that a house is compact does not 
necessarily 
imply that it is crowded, or 


that any of the conditions of comfort are lost 
Ight of. If wo avoid waste space, such as is 
so frequently assigned to large halls and pus- 
gages, wo merely tako away something that 
9 not needed, is not wanted. The house ar- 
•anged with a long, narrow hall, having tho 
itairway at tho »uie, M essentially wasteful of 
room. Such hull space u usually dark nnd 
jloomy as well as crowded 
A hall 8 feet 


wide and »J foot long contains 160 square 
feet of lloor surface, though only a limited 
portion of it i.s available, on account of tho 
ihapooftho. spnco which remains after tho 
stairway is placed. 
A hall 12x13 feet 


contains 156 *|uaro feet, but a great deal 
more available room. The space not occupied 
by tho stairway is in better shape. It is pos- 
sible to have all bright and attractive. It 
may have tho required amount of light. A 
ball of this shape partakes of tho nature of a 
room, and may be used as such. The front 
part of tho houso is certainly the most valu- 
able part. Every one would prefer to live in 
it rather than in tho rear. Tho use of a nar- 
row hall in the ordinary way destroys two 
good front rooms, one on tho first and tho 
other on tho second floor. A good arrange- 
ment to follow in the front stairway is to 
bring it up as near the center of tho house as 
possible, and thai avoid tho use of long halls, 
which add so much to tho labor of housekeep- 
ing. 


Tho floor plans which are here given are of 


a house of tmall area, !JO x 84K feet, for the 
body of the structure. There is a porch in 
front, a ciicular bay window ot ono sido, and 
a pantry nnd china closet projection at tho 
rear. In t'lo houso there arc. eight available 
rooms besides the buth room and tbo attic. In 
the attic, rooms quite us liberal as any in tho 
house might bo constructed at small expanse. 


On tho first floor an wo entor there in tho 


reception or sitting hall, or sitting room, 
which is so common in tho more modern ar 
rangernenUof dwellings. This reception hall 
or room has a certain amount of isolotioi 
from tho pa-ssago which leads from tho vesti- 
bule to thu stairway and tho rear portion ot 
the house.

front ball It must be confessed that there to 
a certain amount of compromise in this sort 
of an arrangement, but there would also be a 
compromise if there were an Independent rear 
stairway. It would either increase the ex- 
pense of the house, or it would sacrifice at 
least one large bed room. Furthermore, even 
in tho latter event, tho house would have to 
be made larger and there would be waste 
room on account of extra halls and passages. 
8y this arrangement, shown on the plans, 
everything is concentrated and without the 
serious compromise which an extra cost or a 
smaller miinhrr of rooms would imply to those 
who have only a little over $'3,000 to spend 
for a houao. 


The head room for the stairway coming 


up from the kitchen Is secured under the bath 
tub in the bath room immediately above. 


Tho cellar stairway is clearly indicated, as 


going down parallel to the kitchen stair and 
under tho front stairs. The ifllur in this

Tho sliding 
doors between the pailor and ilinmg roon 
are placed there more iu deference to custon 
than through any personal sense of their lit 
noss. tiliilmg doors do not have the quality 
of excluding sound that is desirable. 
Tl: 


ordinary hinge door is better in that respect 
This room which we call a parlor wouli 
really be used as a living room excepting bj 
thoso who uso tho dining room or one of thi 
second floor chambers for that purpose. 1 
may ho said that those who woukl do thi. 
would hardly be living up to their oppor 
tumties. 


Our dining room has an Independent con 


noction with tho front hall, so that wo do no 
have to go through the parlor or sitting roon 
to reach it. A little extra money, say $00 
would place u very nice conservatory at on 
side, at one corner or at tho end of this din 
ing room. Fifty dollars would give a bu. 
window, As it is, we bavu two windows o 
tlie ordinary kind at ono side of this roon 
and none at the end. A very good arrange 
inont would be to toko one of tho windows a 
the side and place it at thu rear ond, thong 
near tho outside corner of the room. Thi 
would give space between the windows an 
the china closet door for a sideboard. 
Th 


window at the sJdc of the dining room, if th 
other wero moved to the end, should be i 
the middle of the wall space—that is, opposit. 
tlio center of the flue. This dining roou 
should have n hard wood lloor, say oak o 
narrow strips. Then there could be a ruj 
under the table and tho finished iloor around 
it. An arrangement of this kind is not only 
a saving in expense, in that one does not have 
so much carpet to buy, but it also makes a 
very beautiful room, and is cleanly. 


From the dining room we go Into the 


kitchen through the cbina pantry, which is 
marked "passage." This china pantry has a 
little window at one side <md nt the end a 
separate apartment for chmawaro which is 
closed from tho passage by means of glass 
doors. The doom leading from the passage 
into the dining room and kitchen should be 
hmig on double swinging hinges, so that they 
will open both ways and always stand closed 
when not in use or held securely open by 
iiK'iins of special appliances. By tlio use of 
such doors there is little difficulty in keeping 
tho odors ot tho kitchen from the dining 
room and other parts of the house. Tho sub- 
ject of pantries and china closets is « lurge 
one nnd cannot b« considered in detail at Ibis 
time

Another thing tbat 
might bo done would he to plnce a btrong 
bpring on this door, which would always keep 
it cloved 
Tho windows intliis kitehon should 


iw placed about three fcot Irom tho floor, so 
that tables may bo placed under them. There 
is n place lor n gas stove between the two win- 
dows, or oven under them if desirable. The 
porch nt tho roar of the kitchen may b« in- 
closed with lattice work, or what is better, 
coarse Ion vered slats like those of a shutter. 
In either event they could bo covered with 
screen wire and made a part ot tho kitchen in 
summer. In tho plan, however, nothing of 
this kind is indicated. The door which loads 
from the porch into tho pantry is u small one, 
placed above the ieo ehiat, nnd is for tho use 
of tho iuo nifin. 
By opening tho door ho can 


place tho Ice in the retngcrntor without com- 
ing through the kitchen. With Borne of the 
retrigenitors tho hinges oil the cover have to 
l>o changed from tho bock to the side. A 
great deal more "might bo said in a house- 
keeping way about this kitchen, which, with 
a properly arranged sink and tabks, could be 
made vi-i y con\ euicnt. 
It may be well to 


statotliat tho stove is placed between theetllor 
door mul thu iloor leading into the front din- 
lug rt on' russago. Tho wall space next to the 
lino n n«ed for the sink, in order to keep tha 
pip°s 1'ioMi freezing.,

think thc!,o alternations in editorial pulpits a 
good pi-artic*. They give the man left tem- 
porarily in charge an opportunity to ventilate 
lis pecnliur ideas, and in ca«e« give the editor 
considerable to do on coming back to repair 
the damage and quiet the sensation the tem- 
porary man has made among the readers. 


Country editing grows more savage a> It 


moves westward. I remember twenty odd 
years ago being shown a closet in the sanctum 
of a California weekly paper full ot rifles, 
(hot guns mid revolvers. That was In MarS- 
posa county. Tho pen there and then did not 
seem mightier than the sword. The editor's 
pan in "up country" California wns often 
tipped 
with 
personality, invective, ftbusa 


and gall. Especially was this the case during 
tha war. When in the town of Souora, Tup- 
lumne county, the Republican and Democratic} 
organs appeared everybody looked for a row. 


Party prejudices and party sympathies 


were brought mnch closer toother than in 
our northern towns and villages. In Califor- 
nia tho population-was about equally divided 
between those of northern and southern 
birth. The state at one time was "on the 
fence, "and came near tipping over into the 
southern fold. There was "blood OH the face 
of tho moon" all tho time in those days. The 
nwu who most towered as an editor was he 
who could handle the pistol as quickly as the 
pen.

Per- 
noiial abuse wus what the boys on both sidei

And so they did. 
A leading Republican , 


editor wont after his man while he was eating 
his dinner in a Sonoru restaurant. He never 
Qnished that dinner. The fighting editor then 
went to his office, got his shot gun, wont into 
tho main street and dared the whole Demo- 
cratic party to take him. This Democratic 
party did not take him. Tho sheriff did. 
But that was all. The editor lived on. The 
man he shot died. In a fortnight the affair 
had lost its freshness as news, and the town, 
like the barber, was in thought aingiug out 
"Next!" 


On the night after the news of Lincoln's , 


assassination reached California the office . 
of 
tlio Democratic paper in Sonora was 


filled

with shotguns 


and rifles for the report ran to the effect , 
that tlm Republicans intended to sack the I 
Democrat*' olliee, I was one of tho annul • 
men on this occasion.
